W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 12.—During the 
closing hours of the afternoon session 
yesterday around each of the doors 
leading to the house of representatives 
was an interested group of railroad 
men who had gathered to witness the 
fate of the bill to perm it railroad cor­ 
porations to combine and divide their 
earnings. 
The bill to perm it pooling 
was passed w ithout dotting an “i” or 
crossing a 
164 to HO. 
—Democrats, 94; republicans, 70; total, 
164. 
Nays—Democrats, 73; republi­ 
cans, 29; populists, 8; total, 110. 
The debate on the bill itself was 
brief. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois m ade 
rattling speech against the bill, but 
Representatives Springer, H arter, Sib­ 
ley, and Black were given time in 
which to favor the bill, after which 
Mr. Patterson of Tennessee, who had 
the scheme in charge, moved the pre­ 
vious question in spite of the protests 
of the western men, and it was or­ 
dered by a vote of 174 to IOO. 
This 
practically settled the fate of the bill. 
The substitute offered by Mr. Cooper 
of Florida was promptly voted down, 
as was also the amendment by Mr. 
Blair of New Hampshire, providing 
th at the railroads should acquire no 
vested rights as the result of recogniz­ 
ing pools by the interstate commerce 
commission. 
There was a long series of roll calls, 
each of which was taken amid a great 
deal of confusion. 
The bill passed as 
the result of the support chiefly of the 
eastern men, both republicans and 
democrats, to which was added a scat­ 
tering of democratic contingent in the 
west and south. 
The interest in the pooling bill busi­ 
ness will now be transferred to the 
senate. 
That body contains an un­ 
usually large num ber of men who are 
directly interested in railroad corpora­ 
tions, and under 
ordinary circum­ 
stances the bill would have a good 
chance to pass. 
It is understood, how­ 
ever, th at some of the populist mem­ 
bers and a few republicans and dem­ 
ocrats have determined to beat it, and 
under the rules of the senate, where 
unlim ited debate is perm itted, this is a 
comparatively easy m atter. 
After the pooling bill was disposed 
of Mr. Dingley (rep., Maine) asked 
unanimous consent for the considera­ 
tion of a resolution calling on the sec­ 
retary of the treasury for information 
on several Behring sea matters.

jection. The rest of the business of 
the session was unim portant. 
On mo­ 
tion of Mr. Cooper (dem., Ind.) 10,000 
copies of Secretary Carlisle’s report 
were ordered printed.

Section 4 provides for the mode of 
redemption and retirem ent of a bank’s 
circulation. 
Section 5 creates the safety fund for 
the prompt redemption of circulating 
notes of failed national banks. 
Each 
bank shall pay to the United States 
treasurer in the months of January ana 
July in each year a tax of X per cent 
for each half year 
upon the av­ 
erage amount of its circulating notes 
outstanding until said fund amounts to 
5 per cent of the total amount of na­ 
tional bank notes outstanding, and 
thereafter said tax shall cease. 
A 
bank retiring or reducing its circula­ 
tion shall be entitled to withdraw any 
part of this fund. 
The mode of pro­ 
cedure in case of a bank's failure is 
outlined. 
Section 6 allows the secretary of the 
treasury to invest money belonging to 
the safety fund in United States bonds. 
Section 7 provides th at July I, 1895, 
national banks now having bonds on 
deposit may withdraw them and sub­ 
stitute the 30 per cent guarantee fund. 
Section 8 repeals previous acts con­ 
flicting with this measure. 
Section 9 provides th at the secretary 
of the treasury may, in his discretion, 
redeem and retire United States legal 
tender notes; th at no United States or 
treasury notes authorized by the act of , 
July I, 1890, of a denomination of less 
than $10 shall be issued. 
Section IO states th a t banks duly or­ 
ganized under the laws of any state, 
which transact no other than a bank­ 
ing business, shall be exempt from 
taxation under the laws of the United 
States under certain conditions regu­ 
lating state banks. 
Section ll provides th at state banks 
shall not issue notes similar in design 
to United States notes or certificates or 
national bank notes. 
In the discussion th at followed, the 
shipment of gold was discussed at 
much length. 
Mr. Carlisle said the 
loan of gold was very heavy after the 
"passage of the Sherman law. The loss 
of our gold had brought on financial 
distrust and had threatened panic. 
But there had been no real danger. 
These panics were largely the result 
of sentiment and public feeling instead 
of well based fears.

He also tried to kill two 
others, but they escaped. There can 
be absolutely no cause assigned but in­ 
sanity, but the maniac was determined 
and his work complete. 
He had been 
feeding the stock, no signs of dementia 
were 
noticed 
in his 
action until 
he came up 
from 
the feed lot. 
He calmly walked into the kitchen, se­ 
cured a butcher knife and appeared 
with it at the door leading to the liv­ 
ing room 
where tw o of the elder 
children, a boy and a girl, sat. 
The 
daughter, whose back was turned to 
the door, spoke cheerily to her father, 
but receiving no answer turned and 
found herself looking not into the 
tame loving eyes of her parent she 
had always known, but into 
the 
swollen, gleaming eyes of a madman. 
She had no time for reflection. 
In an 
instant he sprang upon her, cut her 
throat, and repeated the horrible op­ 
eration on the brother. 
He left them 
for dead to go to his wife, who was in 
the hall just outside the door.

tion has been an extravagant one, or 
th at It could have been conducted on 
a more economical basis, but says th at 
expenses have 
increased naturally. 
The state is now nearly a year behind 
in its payments, and a t the present 
rate of taxation it is impossible to 
make the deficit good. 
The only way 
to place the state on a cash basis again 
Is to increase the rate of taxation.
